FOUR MONTHS’ SUPPLIES 
ORDERED FOR 10,000 MEN 


Quartermaster’s Big Contracts 
Taken as Proof That Mobili- 
zation on Border Does Not 
Have Drill and Field Practice 
for Its Object---Troops Impa- 
tiently Await Orders. 


San Antonio, Texas, March 10.—Col- 
onel John L. Clem, quartermaster gen- 
eral of the department of Texas, re- 
ceived orders from Washington today 
to secure provisions for four months 
for 10,000 men. Twenty thousand 
troops are expected to mobilize here, 
but it is thought that half that, number 
will be detailed elsewhere along the 
border after practice in general tac- 
tics. 

Officers are not given to discussing 
their orders or speculating for publi- 
cation on their meaning. The order 
for these provisions, however, is gen- 
erally taken as proof that the mobili- 
zation here does not have drill and 
field practice for its main object. 

The men believe they are to see real 
service before long. The heavy sup- 
plies of food end the absence of blank 
ammunition are the bases of their be- 
lief. 

When the Seventeenth regiment left 
Fort McPherson the men jumped to 
this conclusion, and fairly tore the 
roof off the barracks with their 
cheers The trip here was made in 
the excellent time of forty-eight hours, 


without mishap. 
City of Tents Rises. 

They found the ground northeast of 
Fort Sam Houston surveyed and water- 
ed, and during the day a city of tents 
sprang up. Large tents are being us r) 
It took General Joseph W. Dun 
commander of the department of Tex- 
as, just twenty-four hours to lay a 
half mile of water pipe into the camp, 
despite the fact that there was not 
enough tubing in town for the con- 
struction, and he had to send away for 
part of it. General Duncan, a square- 
jawed warrior with aggressively erect 
gray hair and the merriest eyes, 1s 
that Duncan who whipped the Moros 
on the island of Jolo so thoroughly 
several years ago that they have not 
made an organized resistance since. 
His present position requires him to 
do some twenty or more things at once, 
which he does with every appearance 
of enjoyment.

There are two 
hangars, one for Lieutenant Foulois 
and the aeroplane which recently dived 
into the Rio Grande, and which is be- 
ing repaired, and another owned by a 
private individual. 

Soldicr Boys Immune to Typhoid. 

Also in camp are several billion 
defunct typhoid bacilli. They are con- 
tained in the systems of 300 members 
of the Seventeenth, and constitute an 
anti-toxin against typhoid fever. Use 
of the serum is not compulsory, but 
many of the men are taking the treat- 
ment voluntarily. 

There are three injections necessary. 
The first dose from the hypodermic 
needle contains 500,000 dead bacilli; 
the next two one billion each. A hos- 
pital steward said that he Was glad 
that tents were not necessary for the 
“bugs” as there are now 150,000,000,000 
in camp, with two treatments to come: 

The division mobilizing here will be 
known as the maneuver division.

Governor Woodrow Wilson gave a 


Georgia and southern audience last 
night a sample of the style of oratory 
and an insight into the views on na- 
tional and state problems by which he 
has advanced to the chief magistracy of 
the state of New Jersey, and is being 
mentioned for the chief magistracy of 
the nation. 

The speech was listened to with pro- 
found attention, at first because of the 
interest in the speaker, and then be- 
cause of the subject matter of the 
speech itself and the attractiveness of 
its delivery. 

Earlier in the evening Governor 
Francis, of Missouri, had alluded to the 
presence of one president of the United 
States on the platform, and of others 
who would like to be. The remark did 
not escape President Taft, and in the 
concluding speech of the evening he 
referred to it in great good humor. sav- 
ing he hoped it had not escaped the at- 
tention of Governor Wilson. however. 
that the plural noun was used. He 
deftly suggested that Secretary Dick- 
inson might have been in the mind of 
the speaker, or some other af the not-

evening indicated that anyone of the 

men would worthily fill the office. 
Tribute to South. 

In beginning his address Governor 
Wilson paid a beautiful tribute to the 
south, and said that some of the most 
timulating years of his career had been 
spent in Atlanta. He urged that the 
south should take a larger share in the, 
direction of national affairs. and said 
that its failure to do so inrecent years 
was due to “an exquisite sense of 
pride,” growing out of the pecullar po- 
sition it had occupfed because she felt 
“she was not welcome in the life of the 
nation.”’ 

He said it was not necessary to cry 
to the south “awake,” for she was al- 
ready tense with the consciousness of 
her own life. She knew of her powers 
and has known of her position in: the 
national family, but was simply biding 
her time, and now she expected to take 
her right place in the council and in the 
exercise of the powers of government. 

Heretofore, he said, the south had 
asked her leaders to express what she 
had been and what she was, not what 
she expected to do. He said there was 
stored up in the south some of the best 
traditions of the national life; that no- 
where else in the country was there a 
more unbroken, 
reaching back to the formative period 
of the government.

The Southern Commercal Congress 
on yesterday took note of the passing 
of a half century since national dis- 
‘ruption and disunion shook the land 
and emphasized sharply its great work 
by placing in direct contract to those 
conditions the united effort ang con- 
structive ideals of the present day. 

In the presence of the nation’s chief 
executive, who was a conspicuous ac- 
tor in the stirring drama pregented 
yesterday on the stage at the Audi- 
torium, the old men whose eyes are 
fixed on the past and the young 
men whose faces are turned to the 
future pledged themselves to hold in 
reverence the memories of the old 
south and to be worthy of the promise 
of the new. It was a historic and in- 
tensely interesting occasion. 

President Taft presided and in the 
audience were distinguished notables, 
statesmen, empire-builders and cap- 
tains of industry, such an audience as 
has probably never before gathered 
in the Phoenix City of the South.

EXTRA SESSION CALL 
CHEERED BY AUDIENCE 


Vigorous Movement Is Now On 
to Continue Practice of Hold- 
ing the Congress in Industrial 
Centers of the South---Rich- 
mond, Memphis, St. Louis and 
Houston Want Next Meeting. 


The third arnual convention of the 
Southern Commercial Congress came 
to a successful close last night with 
a@ speech by President William How- 
ard Taft at the Auditorium, and an- 
other by Woo@row Wilson of New 
Jersey, who may one day be president. 
Other speakers were the secretary of 
war, Dr. Henry 8S. Hartzog of Arkan- 
sas, and George Westinghouse. 

The Atlanta meeting of the congress 
has been the most successful in its 
history, and it is doubtful if ever 
again the congress will convene in 
the city of Washington. A strong 
movement is on foot to continue the 
practice of holding the sessions in 
the leading commercial and industrial 
centers of the south, and this will 
updoubtedly be followed. 

Four Cities Want Meeting. 

Among the cities which have been 
mentioned for the next session are 
Richmond, Memphis, St. Louis and 
Houston. 

The officials of the congress were 
thoroughly pleased and perfectly de- 
lighted with the co-operation on the 
part of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce and the citizens of Atlanta in 
the work. President John M. Parker, 
Managing Director G. Grosvenor Dawe 
and Secretary Edwin L. Quarles all ex- 
pressed themselves as charmed at the 
unbounded success of the Atlanta 
meeting. The ambitious program ar- 
ranged was carried through in splen- 
did shape, and all connected with it 
feel a deep sense of gratification. 

Senator Fletcher, of Florida, re- 
ceived the gavel from Governor Fran- 
cis, of Missouri, as the new president 
of the congress, and presided over the 
evening meeting. 

On the stage last night was a beau- 
tiful bouquet of red roses, the gift of 
the Atlanta delegation, and this tribute 
was carried away in the president's 
auto and placed in his private car 
when he left at midnight by special 
train for Augusta. 

Audience Showed Impatience. 

During the four hours between § 
o’clock and midnight, the large au- 
dience frequently became restless 
when an address was protracted too 
long or a speaker could not make him- 
self heard. But it was an intelligent 
audience, and knew what it wanted, 
and suggested to the speaker in the 
most considerate way it could when 
they had enough of him. They were 
waiting to hear the presidert, and 
every intervening speech was criti- 
cised with that end fn view. However, 


it was 11:10 before the president be- 


gan. 
In introducing President Taft, Sen- 


®/ ator Fletcher acknowledged the com- 


pliment the chief executive paid the 
south in the elevation of Edward 
Douglas White to be chief justice of 
the supreme court of the United States, 
and the appointment of Justice Lurton, 
of Tennessee, and Justice Lamar, of 
Georgie. Furthermore, he said the 
president had recognized the south as 
an integral part of the country in 
placing Secretary Dickinson, of Ten- 
nessee, in his cabinet. 

When the president arose to speak

Gives His Conception of 
Supreme Court. 


Appealing Talk Made by 
President at Chamber of 
Commerce Dinner----Party 
Lines Give Way to Fitness, 
He Says. 


President Taft, in responding to a 
toast by Judge Beverly D. Evans of 
the supreme court of Georgia, at the 
dinner given by the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce, at the Piedmont Driv- 
ing club, last night, made one of the 
most appealing talks on the supreme 
court which he has wttered since he 
became president. 

Judge Evans was introduced by 
Frederick J. Paxon, and assured the 
president on behalf of the bench and 
bar of Georgia that the appointment 
of Judge Lamar to the supreme court 
was deeply appreciated. 

The president was deeply touched 
by the statement, and in return told 
of his conception of the court, and 
of his tdeas and purposes in filling 
vacancies. 
be a monument to his administration, 
and in speaking of it said: 

President Taft said: When I had 
the opportunity some two years ago 
at various places in the south, I ex- 
pressed the hope that chance might 
furnish me in the administration of 
my office an opportunity to bring the 
sections closer together, to make the 
south feel itself to be more of the 
government; and I said that it would 
be a sufficient reward for me in the 
administration of my office if I could 
contribute in any degree to make that 
union more solid and more close. I 
am glad to think that I have succeeded 
in some degree in convincing you of 
my sincerity in this regard. 

This ts a government of freedom 
regulated by law. We have a consti- 
tution, and it is a good constitution. 
And that instrument is interpreted by 
a court which exercises a function 
more unique and more powerful than 
any other tribunal in the world. It 
follows, therefore, that the selection

Disappointment of Session. 

A great disappointment of the ses- 
sion was the final defeat of a perma-

I have appointed to that bench. It

, Sherrill, of Mobile, has been appointed 
chief engineer. 

Coast Artillery Arrives. 

Eleven companies of coast artillery 
arrived during the day or soon after 
nightfall, completing the first provi- 
sional regiment which is to be com- 
manded by Colone! C. J. Bailey, assist- 
ant to the chief of artillery at Wash- 
ington. 

Colonel Bailey reached Galveston this 
morning. a the companies arriving were 
as follows:

There was no confirmation of 
this report, however. 

Real Army Camp. 

“Camp Crockett" today began to 
take on the appearance of a real army 
camp with brown tents springing up 
like mushrooms all over the govern- 
ment reservation. About twenty men 
of each company were given liberty 
this evening, being severely cautioned 
by their commanding officers to return 
to the camp before 10:45 o'clock to- 
night, and to engage in no disorderly 
conduct. One captain went so far in 
this direction as to give liberty only 
to men who never had been convicted 
of a misdemeanor during their military 
careers. When he had exhausted his 
eligible list he discovered that his lib- 
erty party was four short of the num- 
ber turned loose from the other com- 
panies.

The increasing rumor in the United 
States that Mexico had entered into , 
an agreement with Japan whereby the | 
latter was to be permitted to use cer- | 
tain ports along the coast of Lower | 
California and to be granted special 
privileges for the transportation of 
supplies over the Isthmian Railroad, 
caused Mr. de la Barra to send to the 
foreign office today a request that he | 
be permitted to make a definite state- | 
ment regard the charges. 

Taft Thanked For Friendly Attitude. 
Mr. Creel has also asked Mr. de la 
Barra to extend to President Taft his 
thanks for the latter’s friendly atti-. 
tude, and for the explanation he sent, 
to President Doaz relative’ to the mob- | 
ilization of American troops. 
“Mexico could’ not-+expect anything 
else from a country which has shown , 
herself to be such a friend during so | 
many years, and that so efficiently has 
aided in her economic development,’ 
Mr. Creel says in his telegram to Mr. 
de la Barra, adding: “The words of the 
president will no doubt tranquilize 


Mexican opinion.” 
In another message from the ambas- 


sador to Minister Creel regarding a 
conference he held with President Taft | 
yesterday, he says: “President Taft ' 
warmly eulogized President Diaz, and . 
added that the American government 
will try t oaid, within the proper limit, 
the cause of peace and order in Mex- 
ico; that it cannot be indifferent as 
much on account of Mexico being a 
neighbor, as because of American cap- 
ital invested in Mexico. He closed 
by saying that the United States is 
determined to fulfill its international 
duties, among which is the maintenance | 
of the soverignty of other countries, 
and especially in dealing with Mexico, 
with whom has such friendly rela- 
tions.”’ 
JAPAN HAS NO AGREEMENT 

FOR NAVAL BASE ON THIS SIDE 

Washington, March 10.—“Japan has 
never made the slightest effort to ob- 
tain from Mexico any concession for 
a coaling station for naval uses at 
Magdalena Bay, or All Saints Bay, or, 
indeed, at any point on the Pacific 
coast In Mexico.” 

This today was the emphatic decla- 
ration of Baron Uchida, Japanese am- 
bassador to Washington, when his at- 
tention was called to published state- 
ments that, through secret treaties or 
other arrangements with Mexico, Japan| 
either had acquired, or was about to 
acquire, a coaling station or naval base 
on this side of the Pacific. 

Alluding to a proposed new line of 
Japanese steamers to ply between Mex- 
ican ports and Peru on the south, the 
ambassador stated that if this company 
had made any arrangements for coal- 
ing its vessels in Mexican territory, 
such an arrangement was on a purely 
business basis, with which the Jap- 
anese governmeyt had nothing to do. 

The ambassador’s statement was di- 
rected to a charge by Mexican revo- 
lutionary agents in this country that 
President Diaz had sought to secure 
Japanese support by making traffic ar- 
rangements with Japanese steamship 
lines. These arrangements, it was al- 
leged, would give the lines practical 
control o¢ the Tehuantepec railroad— 
that valuable connecting link between 
the Gulf of Mexico and the Pacific 
ocean. 

Baron Uchida promptly denied knowl- 
edge of any such special arrangement 
relating to the Tehuantepec railway. 
He said American cotton bought for 
Japan was taken in part from the gulf 
states via the Tehuantepec railroad to 
the Pacific. 

Just what arrangement existed as to 
the matter of transportation rates be- 
tween the shipowners and the direc- 
tors of the railroad, he did not know; 
but he knew absolutely, he said, that 
the Japanese government was not con- 
cerned in this, a purely business ar- 
rangement. 

Reason for Abandoning Magdalena. 

The conditions under which Magda- 
lena Bay was abandoned by the United 
States navy as a drill ground during, 
the winter months were readily dis- 
closed by officials of the state depart- 
ment when it became Known that the 
arrangement had been terminated 
earlier in the winter. 

Several years ago, when the Amer- 
ican gunners were not nearly so profi- 
cient as they now are, it was regarded | 
as- necessary by the navy department 
to conduct the target practice in some 
sheltered bay. which would afford 
plenty of smooth water.

TO TURN TO MILITIA 


IF THE REGULAR ARMY FORCE 
IS FOUND TO BE INADEQUATE 


Washington, March . 10.—General 
Robert K. Evans, in charge of the 
militia di on of the war department. 
today received a number of telegrams 
from the state adjutaftts general in- 
dicating that every state and terri- 
tory will want to be adequately repre- 
sented at the operations of the army 
in Texas. 

It is positively denied at the war 
department that the question of in- 
viting or requesting the enlisted men 
of the -militia to participate in the 
campaign, or to hold themselves in 
readiness for such participation, is 
under consideration. It is pointed 
out, however, that shoulq any con- 
tingency arise which indicated that 
the force of the regular army was in- 
sufficient to carry out the desires of 


the president, the question of looking 
to the militia to supply the requisite 
number of men would then be taken 
up. 

The navy’s participation in the jofat 
maneuvers in passing along the 
Mexican border and contiguous waters 
contemplate a sort :of patrol of the 
eastern coast of Mexico. The scout 
cruiser Chester and the gunboat Tace- 
ma are to sail along the coast, stop- 
ping at two or three ports. The navy 
department, however, does not call tho 
movement a patrol. 

The Tacoma sailed yesterday from 
Puerto Cortez, Honduras. She is to 
proceed to Galveston, stopping at one 
or more Mexican points on the way. 
The Chester is to arrive at Tampico. 
From there she wil! sail south, touch- 
ing at Vera Cruz and Tuxpan.

GERMANY PLAYS HANDS OFF 
IN THE MEXICAN SITUATION 


Cologne, March 10.—The Cologne Ga- 
zette today prints an inspired dis- 
patch from Berlin dealing with the 
American government’s concentration 
of troops along the Meican frontier and 


warships in the Gulf of Mexico and the 
Pacific ocean. 

“No news has reached Berlin,” the 
dispatch says, “indicating that the per- 
sons or prpperty of German citizens 
are endangered in Mexico: hence the 
German government has had no ocea- 
sion to discuss what measures for their 
protection are necessary. 

“If trouble breaks out in the Mexi- 
ports and it is seen that the Mex- 
ican authorities are unable to protect 
German citizens, Germany would ex- 
ercise a clear right, which has ever 
been unreservedly recognized by the 
States, to send warships thither. But 
this would be far different from mix- 
ing in the internal affairs of Mexico.

GERMANY INTRUSTS PROTECTION 
TO DISCRETION OF UNITED STATES 

Berlin, March 10.—In reply to current 
reports that Germany had asked for 
American intervention in Mexico, or 
that it proposed to take independent 
measurey te protect German interests 
and German subjects in that country, 
Baron von Kiderlen Waechter, secre- 
tary of state for foreign affairs, today 
authorized the Associated Press to say 
that Germany has made no representa- 
tions to Washington on the subject, 
and does not contemplate taking any 
steps in the matter. 

It is officially and explicitly affirm- 
ed that this government has not re- 
ceived any intimations from its lega- 
tion or consulates in Mexico upon 
which a request for intervention or in- 
dependent steps to protect German in- 
tcrests there could be found. No ques- 
tion involving a violation of the Mon- 
roe Doctrine has been raised. 

The official attitude toward the situ. 
ation is reflected in an editorial leader 
in the Vossische Zeitung today. The 
paper says 

“Germany, like other states, can with 
tranquility intrust the protection of 
its great mercantile interests in Mexico 
to the discretion of the United States.

Dr. Fulton declared that the regis- 
tration of births is necessary and that 
there is no city or state where this is 
carried out rigidly. In places where 
it is most rigidly observed, Boston, for 
instance, said he. only about 75 per 
cent of the births are reported. 

The speaker declared that the regis- 
tration of deaths is also essential and 
that only one state of the sixteen 
belonging to the Southern Health Con- 
gress has a registration of deaths, and 
that state is Maryland. 

Tt is important that deaths should 
be régistered, said he, because of the 
erroneous supposition regarding high 
mortality among whites of the south. 
It ts of further importance from a 
legal standpoint in obtaining proof of 
deaths for the purpose of establishing 
claims. 

Dr. H. F. Harris, secretary of the 
state board of health of Georgia, dis- 
cussed at length “The Necessity of 
Avoiding Soil Pollution.” Dr. Harris 
showed how diseases of various kinds 
may be imparted to man Dy pollution 
of the soll.

“Water Resources” was the subject 
which was discussed, and the students 
waxed enthusiastic as each speaker 
Outlined the processes of work. the 
plans of procedure, and gave statis- 
tical facts concerning this great nat- 
ural resource of the south. 

John H. Finney, chairman of water 
resources, of Washington, D. C., and 
member of the American Institute of 
Electrical Engineers, presided at the 
meeting and made the first address. 

He was followed by Marshall OO. 
Leighton of Washington, D. C.,. chief 
hydrographer of the Geological Sur- 
i vey, whose address on 
cances of Water Resources” 
interesting and instructive. 

Capt. W. P. Lay of Gadsden, Ala.. 
was the next speaker, his subject 
being “Federal and State Co-opera- 
tion in Water Power. Development.” 

The ownership of running waters 
and their development was the topic 
discussed most interestingly by Philip 
P. Wells of Washington, D. C., counsel 
for the National Conservation Asso- 
| ciation, a man familiar with all the 
workings of the conservation move- 
ment. 

“Hydro-Electric Carporations, Their 
Duties and Responsibilities,” was the 
subject discussed by Gano Dunn of 
Ampere, NM J., vice president and chief 
engineer of the {rocker-Wheeler com- 
pany and a member of the American 
Institute of Electrical Engineers.

The necessity of irrigation in humid 
lands was also freely discussed, the 
relative value of the water resources 
of the south in connection with this 
irrigation being in itself such an im- 
portant topic that the speakers found 
themselves unable to give the time 
necessary to do justice to this impor- 
tant phase of the work. 

FOR MERCHANT MARINE 
GOVERNMENT AID ASKED { 

At the meeting on commerce the as- 
sistance of the government in building 
up a merchant marine came up for 
considerable attention. A resolution 
recommending that the representatives 
of the southern states consider the 
best method of the government's as- 
sisting the building of merchant ships, 
was adopted. Another resolution re- 
questing the resumption of keeping 
coastwise shipping data was passed. 

Bernard H. Baker, of the Baltimore 
Shipping League, presided at the meet- 
ing. In stating the object of the meet- 
ing, he showed the pressing need of a 
merchant marine for the United States, 
and potnted out that this need cannot 
be met without governmental assist- 
ance.

Other Pleas. 


Un&ted States Minister to Argentine 
Sherrill also made a strong plea for 
some method of assisting the building 
of American merchant ships. He said 
that in the two years he has been in 
Buenos Ayres he has never seen the 
Union flag floating over a merchant 
Ship at*thé Buenos Ayres docks. He 
Sdid that the whole country badly 
needs a merchant marine, but that the 
opening of the Panama canal will 
make this need more pressing in the 
south than anywhere else. 

Mr. Sherrill was followed by J. F. 
Gray, of Savannah, who spoke inter- 
estingly of the shipping situation in 
the South Atlantic ports. He showed 
that there are a number of difficulties 
to be met before the operation of 
steamships between southern § states 
and South American ports can be made 
profitable, even if the ships are se- 
cured. He pointed out that there is not 
now sufficient traffic to do this, and 
said that only the awakening of man- 
ufacturers in this section of the great 
opportunities for trade to the south 
will make the operation of ships to 
South America a profitable business. 

O. Owen, secretary of the board of 
trade of Port Arthur, Texas, spoke in- 
terestingly of what the opening of the 
Panama canal will mean to the gulf 
ports. It will eventually make New 
Orleans, he said, the manufacturing and 
ffnancial center of the Union, besides 
doing almost as great things for other 
southern ports. 

Railroads Represented. 

In discussing railroad prospects in 
the south, L. E. Johnson, president of 
the Norfolk and Western Railroad, said, 
in the course of a most interesting 
talk, that he believed many. of the 
problems which now confront us may 
be solved by the ownership by south- 
erners of southern roads.° He showed 
also that in the matter of foreign 
trade, railroad facilities play almost 
as important a part &@s steamship lines. 
He also called attention to the fact 
fhat southern manufacturers must 
make their products compare favorably 
with those of other sections if they ex- 
pect to build up a foreign trade. 

R. L. McKellar, of Louisville, was 
another who made an interesting talk 
on railroads, southern ports, and 
freight rates. He showed how inti- 
mate is the relationship between rail- 
road rates and development of port 
facilities, and brought out strikingly 
the facet that the south as a section 
can develop no faster than her railroad 
facilities do. 

EDUCATION DISCUSSED; 
TECHNICAL AND INDUSTRIAL 

In the drawing room at the Georgia 
School of Technology Friday after- 
noon about 100 students listened to 
the discussion of “Education, Teohnica!l 
and Industrial, tn the South.” 

Commissioner E. E. Brown, of the 
bureau of education, department of the 
interior, at Washington, presided and 
made the first address. 

Dr., 8S. C. Mitchell, president of the 
University of South Carolina, spoke 
on “Edueatton of Constructive -Leader- 
ship, State and Natienal.”. He had a 
heart-to-heart talk with his hearers 
and urged upon them to be careful in 
everything that they did; that their 
knowledge was shaping the course of 
the entire new south.

“This meeting is the making of a 
new page in the history of our coun- 
try. In the last half century there has 
been the greatest advancement in com- 
merce by means of scientific inventions 
that have curtailed the earth’s sur- 
face and made neighbors of people 
thousands of miles apart. Every cable 
that rests upon the coral] strand of 
distant lands speaks with tongues of 
fire, of peace and good-will to the na- 
tions of the earth. Every sail that 
flutters in the breeze, every keel that 
splits the ocean wave, every railroad 
track that crosses over states is a 
mighty messenger of commerce. 

“This congress, my countrymen, 
means peace and prosperity, and as a 
representative of the people of the 
land we love, clinging with tenacity 
that only death can sever to the sacred 
memories of the past, its glories and 
its ideals, IT am forced to recognize the 
changes of time and conditions, and to 
advise you, my brethren, to teach yoer 
sons to adapt themselves to the exigen- 
cies of these changes and with loyalty 
and honor to the princtples that actu- 
ated your sires, regardless of self, 
work to maintain the honor of your 
country.” 

New South’s Obligation. 

Pr. Clarence J. Owens, of Alabama, 
commander-in-chief of the United Sons 
of Confederate Veterans, and commis- 
sioner of agriculture and 
of the congress, followed Senator Gor- 
don with a most eloquent address, in 
which he ably summed up the duties 
devolvent upon the south, and espe- 
clally upon the young men of the sec- 
tion. 

To them, he said, has been handed 
down a priceless heritage in the glo- 
rious lives of their illustrious fathers, 
and if they expect to be worthy of this 
heritage they must go forward to 
meet the questions of today with thé 
same loyalty of purpose, courage and 
fortitude which their fathers showed 
in the °'60’s.

“This congress dramatically marks 
the semi-centennial of the birth of a 
nation.

Full commercial development of the 
south can follow only on the sup- 
pression of mob violence, in the opin- 
ion of Jacob M. Dickinson, the secre- 
tary of war 

Addressing the Southern Commercial 
Congress before the vast audience in 
the Auditorium last night, Mr. Dickin- 
Bon declared that because of frequent 
lawless outbreaks, an unjustifiable 
prejudice against the southern states 
existed not only in the north, but in 
foreign countries. Such outbreaks, he 
declared. were the result of abnormal 
conditions produced by the civil war 

Broadly viewed, however, he added 
the south would be found td be a land 
of law and order. and he emphatically 
urged the immediate necessity of es- 
tablishing a reverence for and:an tm- 
partial enforcement of the law as a 
primary step to the future greatness 
of the south 

A Country of Their Own. 

As an ultimate solution of the race 
problem in the south: Mr Ditkingon 
suggested the possibility of the vol- 
untary removal of the mass of young 
negroes to a country of their own, 
fostered and guarded by 
States 

“When they grow in wealth and ed- 
ucation,’ said Mr Dickinson, ‘and 
still find themselves confined in their 
aspirations by insurmountable  bar- 
riers which bar their gocial and polit- 
ical progress and deny them the op- 
portunities of citizenship open to all 
Others, an ambition.to free themselves 
from such conditions may.-if sustained 
by a liberal governmental! poliev, lead 
to such a movement.” 

Secretary Dickinson called attention 
at the outset of his address to the 
fact that a parallel to his subject. ‘The 
Enforcement of Law in the South. 
hardiv would find a place at a 
mercial congress in the north, or in 
Great Britain, but declared that “every 
informed person knows that the gouth

Heard Hy Great Crowd at the 
Church on Central Avenue.

‘President William Howard Taft, 
speaking before the Central Avenue 
M. E. church, colored, yesterday after- 
moon, re-echoed the sentiments ex- 
pressed before the same body on the 
previous afternoon by Colonel Theo- 
Gore Roosevelt, namely, that the sal- 
vation of the colored race lies in voca- 
tional training, especially along agri- 
cultural limes. 

The arrival of the presidential party 
at 4:45 o'clock was announced by a 
loud cheer from the. throng outside 
which had been unable to secure ad- 
mittance to the crowded church. 

President Taft was preceded to the 
platform by Captain Archie Brtt and 
accompanied by Postmaster Hugh Mc- 
Kee, Collector Henry 8. Johnson and 
others. 

After the rendition of “Down by the 
River” by the choir and “America” by 
the entire audience J. A. Rush pastor 
of the church, introduced President 
Taft. 

“In presenting the president,” said 
Dr. Rush, “I do not present the presi- 
dent of the north, nor of the sgouth, 


not of*the rich, nor of the poor, but of; 


the entire country. I take pleasure in 
presenting to vou the greatest ruler in 
the wirld, William Howard Ta‘t, 
president of the United Stutes.” 
Leoking Brighter. 

The president's specch follows, 
part: 

“My fellow citizens.” 

(Voice from the pit, “Everybody sit 
down so eyerybody can see the presi- 
dent.’’) 

*“T am very much 
have you come here in such numbers 
to greet me. I am glad to be here. I 
never lose an opportunity to express 
gy intense interest in the welfare of 
the colored citizens of the United 
States. 

‘“T know the hard road you have had 
to travel and I know the hard road 
that lies before you, but I believe in 
my heart that things are looking 
brighter for you from year to year.

Blown from their beds and with the 
wreckage of their houses tumbling 
about them, the residents of Pleasant 
Prairie loaded their scantily clad fam- 
ilies on farm wagons and moved in a 
long procession in search of shelter in 
Kenosha.

The village was invaded today by 
curiosity seeKers and others, and as- 
serting that looting and vandalism was 
beginning, Sheriff Stahl impressed a 
hundred deputies and cleared the vil- 
lage. 

The escape of Superintendent Clar- 
ence Brady was remarkable. He was 
in the soda house with Engineer Flynn 
at the time of the explosion. The men 
were blown through the building and 
landed on the roof of the adjoining 
magazine. This exploded instantly, 
and Brady and Flynn, the latter badly 
injured, were thrown a hundred feet 
from the building. Flynn suffereq in- 
ternal Injuries and inhaled poisonous 
fumes. His condition is precarious. 
Brady escaped practically unscratched. 

Brady's wifeof three months, in his 
residence, a mile from the works, was 
badly cut by broken glass and bruised 
by falling debris. 

That the powderin the plant was be- 
ing rushed through on a hurry order 
from the government for use’ in the 
Texas frontier was denied last night 
by Superintendent Brady. 

4 Scene of Desolation. 

When daylight gave a clear view of 
the ruins it was seen that the fire was 
out. 

Three holes marked the sites where 
three magazines had stood. The holes 
were each more than 50 feet across 
and as deep. One had broken into a 
spring and was half full of water 

Part of the engine house and the 
hundred-foot brick chimney of the 
plant still stands. 

The village was 
deserted by women and the men hefe 
went hungry.

ELECTRICITY THE FACTOR 
IN FUTURE DEVELOPMENT 


—Georgs Westinghouse 


Taking as his subject the part which 
electricity has played in the develop- 
ment of the south, George Westing- 
house, the famous electrical expert and 
inventor of the well-known Westing- 
house air brake, delivered a most in- 
structive address at the closing ses- 
sion of the Southern Commercial Con- 
gress at the Auditorium-Armory last 
night. 

“In the broadest sense commercial 
progress rests upon a physical and 
moral basis,” said Mr. Westinghouse; 
“upon the physical products of the 
mine, the forest and the fleld, upon 
their transformation through mills 
and factories into commercial products, 
and upon the means for transporting 
them to the consumers; and no less 
upon the moral and spiritual qualities 
of the race. Upon these foundations 
the south must depend for its future 


advancement.” 
Mr. Westinghouse declared that the 
application of power has been the fun- 
damental factor in bringing about the 
characteristic conditions of the era in 
which we live. It is the power of the 
steam engine or the water wheel 
which has substituted the power loom 
for the hand loom, with all the mar- 
velous results which have followed.

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CONSERVATION PLEA 
MAE BY HAMMOND 


Noted Engineer Tells Con- 
gress of Resources of 


Dixie. 


John Havs Hammond, noted engi- 
neer, made an interesting speech last 
night before the Southern Commercial 
Congress on “Efficiency and Conserva- 
tion in Handling Southern Resourees.” 
He said: 

“In its scope and rapidity industrial 
development in the southern states will 
depend upon the adoption of a wise 
policy in the conservation of its nat- 
ural resources. I am tempted to use 
the term utilization as tantamount to 
conservation, for the policy of conser- 
vation should not be to lock up the 
natural resources of the country, but 
as President Taft has said, ‘the prob- 
lem is how to save and how to utilize; 
how to conserve and still develop; for 
no sane person can contend that it 
is for the common good that nature's 
blessings are only for unborn genera- 
tions.’ ” 

Utilizing Water Powers. 

The speaker then emphasized the 
necessity of utilizing the water powers 
of the country, not only for the benefit 
of the present generations, but also 
for the saving for the generations to 
come of millions of tons of coal] that 
now are going to waste in the creatien 
of motive power to drive the mills of 
the country. Such development of the 
water powers does not imply necessar- 
ily the creation of monopolies ef power, 
he said, for state and national reguyla- 
tion can prevent this 
eut the necessity of conservation 
coal mining and in the mining of the 
various metals. declaring that in manv 
districts the method known in mining 
parlance as “gutting the mine” is fol- 
lowed, meaning the extraction of only 
the higher grades of coal or metals, 
leaving the rest in abandoned work- 
ings beyond the hope of future recov- 
ery 

The proper handling of the forests 
of the south,” continued Mr. Hammond, 
‘is one of our most urgent economic 
This does not imply, by any 
the indiscriminate withdrawal] 
from the market of large timber areas 
as forest reserves, for such withdrawal 
means the locking up of valuable as- 
sets and gives an undue advantage to 
the present timber corporations, which 
already own four-fifths of the timber 
area of the country It woul4 un- 
doubtedly be better to use the ava®la- 
ble tracts for the present generation 
and depend upon reforestration for the 
future supply.’ 

The speaker referred to the necessity 
of conserving the vast phosphate beds 
of the south, declaring they will be of 
vaiue to coming genera-

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And the Money Comes 
Rolling In. 


$30,000 Subscribed by Repre- 
sentatives of Southern States 
to Continue the Work of the 
Commercial Congress---Presi- 
dent in the Chair. 


Amid scenes of wild enthusiasm, the 
future of the Southern Commercial 
Congress was yesterday assured when 
representatives of the different states 
Pledged some $30,000 to support the 
organization during the coming year. 
The matter of finance is one that has 
given the organization no little con- 
cern since its organization, and until 
this liberal subscription, which is at 
least partly due to the efforts of Pres- 
ident Taft, the question as to whence 
the finances were to come was an open 
one. 

As it was, however, a sum sufficient 
at least for present needs was sub- 
scribed during the morning session of 
the congress, in spite of the fact that 
several of these states were not rep- 
resented at the meeting. These came 
forward liberally later in the day with 
subscriptions which carried the amount 
subscribed up to most creditable pro- 
portions 
Georgia Makes First Pledge. 
was just after Dr. Clarence J. 
Owens had finished his oration that 
Governor Francis, of Missour!, who 
had occupied the chair prior to the 
arrival of President Taft, stated that 
the time had come when the fate of 
the Southern Commercia! Congress 
must be decided. The prganization, he 
#214, could not carry on its work ,with- 
out funds, and that it rested with the 
representait'ves of the different states 
to decide whether or not the work 
cease or the funds be provided. 

As he took his seat, Clark Howell, of 
The Constitution, appeared from the 
rear of the speaker’s platform, re- 
ceived recognition from the chair, and 
announced that he had been requested 
by the Georgia representatives to 
pledge to the congress not only thelr 
undivided support in its work, but 
financial support equal to that which 
any other southern state might see fit 
to furnish 

The idea of allowing the grand work 
which the congress is doing stop at 
this point was not to be considered for 
a moment, he said, as the world is just 
beginning through the efforts of the 
organization to wake up to southern 
advantages and possibilities He 
closed with another pledge on the part 
of Georgia to equal any donation giv- 
en by any other state. 

The President at Work. 

At this point it was suggested that 
the roll of states be called, giving rep- 
resentatives of each to pledge what- 
ever they saw fit. Governor Francis, 
who announced that he would not al- 
low the president to solicit funds for 
the organization, ordered the roll 
called and the subscriptions’ began 
coming in 

When Missouri was called there was 
apparently no one in the hall to re- 
spond, and Governor Francis was vis- 
ibly embarrassed. Fer an instant the 
drop of a pin might have been heard. 
Then the president rose slowly from 
his chair and reached for the gavel 
which Governor Francis held The 
latter drew away, but the president 
was not to be denied, and with a quick 
motion, secured possession of the mal- 
let.

New York, March 10.—Stocks held 
close to the prevailing level of the 
last few days through today’s ses- 
sions.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, March 10.—Though in the 
forepart of the week prices of cotton 
give way, they have latterly recovered, 
mainly because of the recent overdoing 
of the short side. The short interest in 
October had become especially ‘arge, 
and a hot wave in Texas the other day 
led many of these shorts to cover with 
@ precipitancy that resulted in a sharp 
advance. Bulls postulate higher prices 
in the belief that every bale availabie 
will be wanted before the end of the 
season, and that August $1 will see a 
visible supply in the country neariy a 
half million bales smaller than at the 
same time last year, no matter what 
complaints may be made about trade 
now or in the meantime. Lancashire, 
for that matter, is reporting a rather 
better business; silver has advanced in 
London; the Bank of England nas re- 
duced its rate of discount to 6 per cent 
and Manchester spinners have iatterly 
been calling freely for cotton. The 
movement of the India crop to Bombay 
continues light; the certificated stock 
here is fast disappearing, and most of 
it. is is said, will be exported in the 
not very distant future, and it is re- 
marked that when futures decline here 
the spot markets at the south show a 
firmness which is not a little discon- 
certing ,to those who think that the 
general ‘trend of prices must be down- 
ward. 

Spinners’ takings make a good ex- 
hibit. and the week-end = statistics 
promise to be bullish, in the estimation’ 
of many, for weeks to come. Meagntime, 

werful interests appear to he very 
ullish on May and October, even if 
they are short of July and August. A 
leading mining man is still a bull; a 
large Texas operator who has been 
here a year is as firm as ever in his 
adherance to the bull side. Large spot 
merchants are believed to be strongly 
of the opinion that the May option is 
destined to reach much higher prices; 
spinners are buying to some extent, 
and the exports thus far this season 
are about 1,750,000 bales larger than 
during a like period last season. 

t the same time, many believe the 
crop is not more than 1,500,000 bales 
larger than the last one, if it is that. 
There are those, indeed, who think that 
the final ginning report on March 20 
will reveal a crop this season not much 
over 11,750,000 bales of spinnabie cot- 
ton. Considerable stress is laid on this 
contention. On the other hand, trade 
for the most part is dull, spot mar- 
kets seem sluggish; yarns are de- 
pressed, some mils in Georgia and the 
Carolinas of late have been reported in 
an embarrassed condition; the failure 
of a cotton firm in Barcelona, Spain, 
for $200,000, was reported the other 
day. The calling of an extra session of 
congress for April 4 is more or less of 
a disturbing factor, in the opinion of 
some, since it may cause more-or less 
interruption to trade and afford a new 
opportunity for anti-option legislation. 
The massing of 20,000 troops on the 
Mexican frontier is also cited as a pos- 
sible disturbing factor. Now and then 
some of the big bulls have apparently 
been free sellers on bulges. he gen- 
eral tone of late, howevet, has been 
more encouraging to the believers in 
higher prices.

WOULD REQUIRE MOTORISTS 
TO STAND RIGID EXAMINATION, 


A comprehensive and thorough ex- 
amination for all persons wishing to 
operate an automobile on the streets 
of the city is the remedy suggested by 
Chief of Police Henry Jennings for the 
many serious accidents occurring al- 
most daily, several of which have 
' lately resulted fatally. He has broach- 
ed his plan to a well-known member 
of council, and it is likely that the 
matter will be immediately taken up 
by that body. - 

“It seems to me,” said the chief, 
“that not merely are motorists not tak- 
ing the proper precautions for the 
safety of pedestrians, but that many 
of them are incompetent to drive a car 
on the congested thoroughfares of the 
city. There are also too many care- 
less negro chauffeurs, and if every- 
body was required to show their

knowledge of the mechanism they are 
operating, it would go far toward in- 
suring the presence on the streets of 
responsible automobilists.”’ 
Continuing, the chief called attention 
to the rules as to railroad engineers 


ship. “Automobile drivers have to deal 
with just as complicated machinery 
and much worse traffic conditions, 
although not so many lives are in their 
care, and why an ignorant person 
should be allowed to run an automo- 
bile any more than a passenger en- 
gine I can’t see.”’ 

Before the new state automobile law 
went into effect the city had some! 
requirements for applicants for chauf- 
feur’s license, but there are none now, 
as these were repealed after the state 
law went into ffect.
